HISTORY  OF  A TEAM 

The  Newport  News  High  School  cage  team  opened  what  later  proved  to  be  a successful 
season  on  Friday  night,  December  12  playing  host  to  the  Rocky  Mount  cagers.  The  Locals, 
'having  only  three  experienced  players,  were  jittery,  but  defeated  the  Blackbirds  from  the 
Carolina  City,  21-18.  After  the  Christmas  holidays.  Coach  Conn's  boys  returned  to  action, 
nipping  the  Suffolk  five,  27-23. 

A week  later  the  Gold  and  Blue  boys  whipped  the  Woodrow  Wilson  outfit,  29-19,  in 
the  first  conference  game.  After  trouncing  the  Christ  Church  squad,  the  N-men  treked  to 
Norfolk  and  defeated  the  Maury  Commodores,  34-18.  Captain  Charlie  Sokol  racked  up  21 
points  in  this  game.  The  Typhoon  chalked  up  their  third  league  win  when  they  over  powered 
the  Grandby  boys  34-23  in  a rough  and  tumble  affair.  Several  days  later  the  N.N.H.S.  squad, 
still  jittery  and  playing  before  a large  audience,  bowed  to  the  Crabber  five  from  Hampton, 
33-29. 

Before  going  into  the  second  half  competion,  the  Gold  and  Blue  squad  edged  out  the 
Augusta  M-A,  37-35.  In  the  first  contest  in  the  second  half  race,  Coach  Conn's  boys  rolled 
over  the  Wilson  Presidents  33-22,  on  the  Portsmouth  hardwoods,  Sherman  leading  in  the 
game.  The  Locals,  resting  from  league  competition,  then  met  two  non-conference  foes — 
first  dropping  a contest  to  the  William  and  Mary  Frosh,  then  trouncing  the  Fork  Union  five, 
33-21. 

Returning  to  league  play,  the  Typhoon  squad  whalloped  the  Commodores  35-15.  After 
scoring  a win  over  Petersburg,  the  Golden  Typhoon  traveled  to  Hampton  to  meet  the  Crabber 
squad.  The  Locals  took  the  lead  early  in  the  second  period  and  were  on  the  long  end  of  a 
41-33  count  when  the  final  whistle  blew.  This  victory  clinched  the  Eastern  division  title  for 
the  Typhoon.  Before  going  into  the  State  playoffs  the  Locals  nipped  the  Blue  Comets,  37-33, 
with  Wray  Sherman  leading  the  N.N.H.S.  boys. 

In  the  semi-final  contest,  Coach  Conn's  boys  came  from  behind  in  the  final  quarter  to 
defeat  the  Glass  cagers,  36-28.  Scoring  10  points  in  the  fourth  period,  while  holding  the 
Jay  Ems  to  1 foul  toss,  the  Typhoon  boys  clinched  the  State  Title  by  nipping  the  John  Marshall 
Justices,  3 1 -29.
